German Armistice Envoys at French Headquarters 


THE ARMISTICH 
CONFERENCE. 

These are the first pictures to 
be received in this country show- 
ing incidents that attended the 
momentous gathering of allied 
and German representatives to 
discuss the terms of armistice 
that had been framed by the In- 
terallied Conference at Versailles. 
The cars bearing the German dele- 
gates bore a white flag and left 
the headquarters of the German 
High Command on Nov. 7 at & 
P. M. They reached the French 
advanced post at 9:30 P. M. and 
spent the night at the Castle of . 
Francport. The next morning 
they were conducted to the pri- 
vate car that served as Marshal 
Foch’s headquarters at Rethondes. 
In the picture below is shown the 
first meeting. The allied repre- 
sentatives «re (1) Marshal Foch, 
(2) British Admiral Wemyss, (3) 
an Americar delegate, probably 
General Rhos, (4) French Gen- 
eral Maxime Weygand. The Ger- 
man delegates are (5) Mathias 
Erzberger, (6) General von Guen- 
dell, (7) General von Winterfeld, 
(8) Count von Oberndorff. After 
the formal greetings were over, 
Marshal Foch read the terms of 
armistice in a loud, clear voice, 
dwelling on every word. Confer- 
ences followed, and the armistice 
was signed Nov. 11.
